By the side of the big cistern, dig a 
little filtering cistern, as shown In 
cut, that will bold from ten tto 15 bar- 
rels. Wall, arch .and cement the same 
as large cistern, except that in the 
center of the bottom, which should be 
slightly basin shape, dig and cement 
a hole large enough and deep enough 
to receive a bucket that will hold five 
or six gallons. 


Havo bottom of bucket perforated 


with small holes and fasten a strong

bale to bucket by which to lift it out. 
Have a strong flange turned close to 
tho top of the bucket to rest tight on 
tho bottom of filtering cistern round 
top of hole. You can make it water- 
tight by resting flange on packing. If 
bucket is not good and strong, place 
a rest under the bottom, as there will 
be a heavy pressure when filtering 
cistern is full. 
From tho bottom of 


tho hole under bucket connect filter 
with cistern with a three-inch sewer 
tile thoroughly cemented In. 


The advantages in this method are 


that tho tillering material can be 
packed in bucket close enough to per- 
mit the water to filter through very 
slowly. Tho filtering cistern being but 
one-third the depth of the cistern 
proper, any time the water is below 
the tube connecting filter with cistern, 
tho bucket of filtering material can 
be lifted out and material removed. 
By closing the tile- lending to cistern, 
so that water will not run through, 
one can go into the filtering cistern 
and wash it thoroughly without dis- 
turbing tho water in cistern.

Ing the bucket with pounded brick, 
charcoal and slate packed In clean 
washed sand, the water will filter 
through very slowly. 
After packing 


the bucket and before sotting it 111 the 
hole, run water through to wash all 
sediment out.

OUH COMMON ROADS. 


Thsy Should Not Be Neglected Wh!l» 


Waiting for Hard Roads. 


In the excitement of the good roads 


commotions there Is danger that farm- 
ers will let our common roads eo 
without much work being done on 
them and wait for the public improve- 
ment. 
Farmers now by neglect of 


the roads and the principles ot ele- 
mentary road making are paying an 
enormous tax; tbe very great cost of 
drawing loads over poor roads. The 
first principle of good road making Is. 
keep the water off from the road, and 
the second is, got the water ott from 
tie road. 


Go over the road as soon as th« 


snow Is off and see how often these 
rules are violated. 
Often the water 


runs from the ditch Into the road and 
then runs for rods, washing the ma- 
terial out, ruining all that was done 
the previous year and making the road 
nearly impassable. Yet, says the Farm 
and Home, by only a few minutes' 
work the road might be saved and tho 
water turned out. 
Every supervisor 


or roadmaster ought to [?o over the 
road late in the fall and turn the water 
off. 
On the hills and at foot of hills, 


and elsewhere when necessary, add 
open ditches. 
At the Ohio state farmers' Institute. 


D. W. King of Indiana, gave a method 
of making and Improving roads. Mr. 
King lives in northern Indiana, In the 
"Gumbo" region, where the earth is 
black and very sticky. The result 1« 
a very good road at small coat. He 
uses a split log drag. Hitch with chain 
on rod so that all surplus dirt will bo 
carried to center of road. 
The hitch 


is one of tho most Important features. 
Uusually use the flat side forward, but 
when smoothing or packing the dirt, 
use rounding side forward. 


Go over the road as soon as It thawg 


and smooth down all dirt carried to 
the center. Repeat the draKKing after 
each rain as soon as the surface is dry 
enough to work. It Is uot necessary 
to wait till the ground is all thawed 
out. Begin as soon as there Is an inch 
thawed. 
This will give the water a 


chance to run off; water running in 
the road is one of the worst things 
for the road. 
Following it up after 


ench rain will turn the water, distrib- 
ute the travel over the road, avoid nnd 
prevent ruts, and keep the road good. 


To make the plan most available, 


each farmer should have such a drag, 
and each one drag from his house to 
the next house, thus each doing the 
work at a very small cost. 
A road 


worked in this way will keep good all 
summer and fall. Less than a week's 
rain will hardly affect it. 
In spring 


tho road is in good condition much 
sooner than other roada not treated.

OIL UPON DUSTY ROADWAYS. 


Way of Treating Roads In Liverpool 


Proves Satisfactory. 


The English cast oil on the troubled 


roads. 
Dust raisins is a nuisance of 


such magnitude that, .various civic anil 
official 
anti-dust experiments 
havo 


been made. Quite satisfactory results 
have 
been 
secured 
In 
Liverpool 


through tbe use of oil sprinkled upon 
macadam roadways. The surface hav- 
ing the cleanest and whitest appear- 
ance was that coated with creosote 
oil mixed with resin, while tbat cov- 
ered with creosote mixed with tallow 
had tbe least odor. The Texas crude 
petroleum gave the most lasting re- 
sults. 
After oiling the wear and tear 


of the road appears to be less, says 
the Chicago Tribune. The surface of 
the road dries 
more 
quickly after 


rains, and the number of loose stones 
picked up has been reduced. 
The 


first sprinkling kept the surface in 
good order for three weeks, at the end 
ot which time it was thought advis- 
able to recover the nrea. The effects 
of the oil on the surface after a second 
coating had been applied had not en- 
tirely disappeared after the lapse of 
five weeks. 
Oiling wood pavements 


in Liverpool was done in the same 
manner and the dust satisfactorily 
kept kept down, a result not previous- 
ly obtained even by watering four 
times a day.

R I C H A R D DEVISES PEACE PLAN 


Says French Laymen May Make Dec- 


larations as to" Worship. 


Paris. — There has 
been 
issued 


from the olllce of the archbishop of 
Paris. Cardinal Richard, an important 
communication which will facilitate 
a way out of the present church dif- 
ficulty. 
This 
communication 
sets 


forth that declarations made by lay- 
men relative to worship are not in 
disobedience to the Instructions of 
the pope, provided tbeir purpose 
is 


honestly to avoid disturbances, and 
admits that such declarations do not 
infringe upon the hierarchy of the 
church, as the Vatican has only for- 
bidden clergymen to carry out the re- 
quired legal formalities. 


This recognition of the layman's 


right to a declaration will permit of 
the carrying on of worship in accord- 
ance with the law, but in the mean- 
time the church officially maintains 
its position of not submitting to the 
state. 


NO HIGHER PAY FOR CONGRESS 


House, However, Votes Increase for 


Other Government Officials. 


Washington.—The house of repre- 


sentatives was brought face to face 
Friday with the propasitlon 
to In- 


crease the salaries of its own mem- 
bers, senators, the vice president, the 
speaker of the house and members of 
the president's cabinet, while the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill was under consideration. 
Though it passed favorably 
on the 


proposition as applied to other offi- 
cials, it refused to make the order 
for members of either house of con- 
gress. 


King Oscar Rests Well.

Friday, sleeping four hours. His tem- 
perature and heart action were better. 
He had a Christmas tree brought into 
his sick room and distributed the gifts, 
saying he did not wish to be deprived 
of his last Christmas pleasure.

commander who captured Port Ar- 
thur, was thrown from his horse while 
returning home from his palace. He 
fell on his head and became uncon- 
scious, .but may recover.

Bristol, Vt.—Jeremiah Curtin, a dis- 


tinguished linguist and philologist and 
•well known also as a translator of 
Russian and Polish novels, died here 
Friday of Bright's disease. Mr. Cur- 
tin was 66 years old.

which amounts to nothing 


worthy of tho uamo. 
To properly 


cure a cranberry so as to have it keep 
well, takes at least 20 days in the 
caring boxes. 
It you carefully nil a fruit-cnn 


with cruuborriBH and then lill iu with 
water and close tho can, the berries, 
in a short time, begin to shrink and 
iu u mouth or BO you will iiud the 
berries loosely packed and near an 
inch of vacant space of clear water in 
the bottom ot the can. 
Now turn the

100 per cent better than a year ago.

the town shows the progress that 1ms 
been made nnd Is being made in mn- 
e-ul-imizlng the streets. Complaint was 
made to me by "tl entirely reputable 
man ns to the character of some of 
the material used for repairing cex- 
t\m streets. On investigation the com- 
ii'nln't proved well founded, but It also 
appeared that the use of the material 
li! oue-itlon bad been abandoned, the 
commission after having tried it m one 
o? two streets fluding it not appro- 


I paid them will seem high, but as a

which I found had any real basis among 
the complaints made to me upon tlio

questioned 
many 
of these Jamaica 
laborers us to the conditions of their 
work and whut. If any changes. Ihey 
wished. 
I received nmny complaints 
from them, but as regards most of 
these complaints they themselves con- 
tradicted one another. 
In all cases 
where the complaint was as to their 
treatment hy any Individual it proved 
on examination that this Individual 
was himself u West India man of color, 
either a policeman, a storekeeper, or 
un assistant 
storekeeper. 
Doubtless 
there must be many complaints against 
AmL-rlcuris: but those1 to whom I spoke 
did not happen to make any sueh com- 
plaint to me-. 
The work Is now going on with a 
vigor anel efficiency pleasant to wit- 
ness. 
The three big problems of tho 
canal are tlie l.a Hoca dams, the- (jattin 
dam, and the Cillebia cut. 
The Cule- 
bra cut must be mude, anyhow; but 
of course changes as to the dams, or 
at least as to the locks adjacent to 
the dams, may sllll occur. 
The I.u 
Boca dams offer no particular prob- 
lem, the bottom material being so 
good that there is a practical certain- 
ty, not mere'ly ns lo what 
can bo 
achieved hut as lo the time of achieve- 
ment. The tiatun dam offers the most 
serious problem which 
wo 
have 
to 
solve, and yet the ubl.-st men cm the 
Isthmus believe that this problem ib 
certain of solution along the lines 
propejsed; although, of course, It ne- 
cessitate;! Brrcat toll, enurgy, and In- 
telligence, and although equally, of 
course, there will bo some little risk 
In connection with tlie work. The risk 
arises from the f.ict Hint some of the 
material near the bottom Is not so 
good as could bo ill-Hired. 
If the huge 
earth dam now conte.'inplatc'd Is thrown 
across from one foothill to the other 
wo will have what is pruelieully n 
low, broad, mountain ridge 
behind 


which will rise the inland lake.

Yet euen, when 
discovered by sensation mongers and ro- 
tailed to timid folk ot little faith, will 
servo as aa excuse- for thu belief Unit 
the whole work Is being baelly managi-el. 
Experiments will continually be tried in 
housing, in hygiene. In strct?t repairing, 
dredging and in digging emrlh line! 
Inrock. 
Now and tht-n an experiment will 
be n failure; and among those who hear 
of It. a certain proportion of doubling 
Thomases will ut once believe that tha 
whole work Is a failure-. Doubtless hero 
and there) some minor rascality will bfl 
uncovered; bul us to this, 1 have to say 
that after the most painstaking inquiry 
1 have been unable to llnel a single reput- 
able person who had so much as hemd 
of any serious accusations uffecllng tho 
honesly of the commission or of

ri'sponslble oJlicer under it.

letter dealing with

serious 
charge, that of the ownership of lots in 
Colon; the charge was not ndviinced by 
a reputable1 man, and Is utterly base- 
less. It Is not too much to suy that the 
whole atmosphere of

breathes honesty us It breathes etllcleiK-y 
and energy. 
Above all, the work has 


been kept absolutely clear of politics. 1 
him) never heard even u suggestion ot 
spoils polities in connection with f t . 


I have Investigated every complaint 
brought to me for which there seeme'il 
lo be any shadow of foundation

two or three cases, nil of which I 
have Indicated in the course' of tills 
message', 1 came to tho conclusion that

result of the Investigation of 


work Is not In a more advanced condi- 
tion, while the others complain that It has 
been rushed with such haste that there 
has been insufficient preparation for the 
hygiene and comfort of the 
employes. 


As a matter of fact neither criticism Is 
just. 
It would have been impossible to 


go quicker than the 
commission 
has 


gone, for such quickness would have 
meant insufficient preparation. 
On the 


other band, to refuse to do anything un- 
til every possible future contingency had 
been met would have caused wholly un- 
warranted delay. 
The right course to 


follow was cxactlv the course which has 
been followed Every reasonable prepara- 
tion was made In advance, the hygienic 
conditions In especial 
being made 
as 


nearly perfect as possible; while on the 
other hand there has been no timid re- 
fusal to push forward the work because 
of Inability to anticipate every possible 
emergency, for, of course, many defects 
can only be shown by tho working of the 
system In actual practice. 


In addition to attending to the health 


of the employes, It Is ot course neces- 
sary to provide for policing the zone. 
This Is done by a police force which at 
present numbers over 
200 men, under 


Capt. Shan ton. 
About one-fifth of the 


men are white and the 
others 
black. 


In different places I questioned some 20 
or 30 of these men, 
taking them at ran- 


dom. 
They were a fine set, physically 


and in discipline. With one exception all 
the white men I questioned had served 
m the American urmy, usually In the 


American worklnpman In the United 
States has no concern whatever In the 
question ns to whether the roug'h work 
on the isthmus, which is performed by 
aliens in any event. Is done by aliens 
from one country with a black skin 
or by aliens from another 
country 


with a yellow skin. 
Our business Is 


to dip the canal as efficiently and as 
quickly as possible; 
provided 
always 


that nothing is done that Is inhumane 
to, any laborers, and nothing- that in- 
terferes with the wag-es of or lowers 
the standard of living of 
our 
own 


workmen. 
Having In view this prin- 


ciple. I have arranged to try several 
thousand Chinese laborers. This Is de- 
sirable both because we must try to 
find out what laborers are, most effi- 
cient, and, furthermore, because we 
•should not leave ourselves 
at 
the 


mercy of 
any one type of 
foreign 


labor. 
At present the great bulk of 


the unskilled labor on the Isthmus is 
done by "\Vest India negroes, chiefly 
from Ja/nalca, Barbados, nnd the other 
English possessions. 
One of the gov- 


chairman of tho commission, Mr. Shonls 
has all matters of this kind constant! 
In view, and Is now reorganizing the gov 
ernment of the zone,-so aa to make th 
form of administration botli more ilexlbl 
and less expensive, subordinating every 
thing to direct efficiency with a view t 
the work of tho canal commission. Frorr 
time to time changes of this kind will un 
doubtedly have to bo made, for It mui> 
bo remembered that in this giant wor _ 
of construction, it Is continually neces- 
sary to develop departments or bureaus, 
which are vital for the time being, but 
which soon become useless; just aa it will 
be continually, necessary to put up build- 
ings and even to erect towns, which, in 
ten vears will once more give place to 
iungie, or will then be at the bottom of 
the great lakes at the ends of the canal.

the bucket of filtering material can 
be lifted out and material removed. 
By closing the tile leading to cistern, 
so that water will not run through, 
one can go Into the filtering cistern 
and wash it thoroughly without dis- 
turbing tho water in cistern. By fill- 
Ing the bucket with pounded brick, 
charcoal and slate packed in clean 
washed sand, the water will 
filter 


through very slowly. 
After packing 


the bucket and before setting it In the 
hole, run water through to wash all 
sediment out.

made something after the fashion of 
a snow plough, but the left-hand side 
is made shorter and the side is made 
vertical, so that in practice this per-

pendicular side acts like a landslide. 
The other side is beveled something 
like a ploughshare and is faced with 
steel. 
This side, says the Montreal 


Herald, is made longer than the other 
and it is this side that shoves the 
earth out of. the ditch. 
The hitch is 


not at the point like a snow plough, 
but about ten inches to the right of the 
point, as shown in the illustration, 
which is adjustable. 


HANDLING THE ICE CROP. 


Keep the points sharp on the ice 


tools. 


An old crosscut saw makes a. good 


Ice saw. 


Spread a good layer of sawdust over 


the bottom of the ice house. 


Felt boots with good rubber arctics 


are the best footwear to use on the 
ice.

Wear an apron made of a grain sack 


and put on a dry one as often as it 
gets wet. 


Let the block of ice freeze solid 


while it is being put into the house, If 
possible. 


It's no fun to handle heavy Ice, 


therefore plan to gather it before it 
gets too thick. 


Two strong men with short handled 


tongs will load ice quicker and better 
than any derrick device. 


Ice keeps best when the bloks are 


14 to 16 inches thick, but blocks six to 
eight inches thick will 
do if well 


packed. 


Mittens made from a pair of old 


woolen trousers beat leather gloves 
or mittens for handling ice. They dry 
soft and without shrinking, when wet 
—Farm and Home. 


Butter Packers. 


All bntter packages should be sweet 


and clean before butter is placed in 
them. If this is not done, loss will al- 
ways result A neat package is also 
exceedingly desirable, as an untidy 
one creates a suspicion of the charac- 
ter of the butter. 


Cover Asparagus Beds. 


Cover the asparagus bed with well 


rotted manure after burning the tops. 


Ventilation and drainage are very 


necessary to a good ice house. 


They Should Not Be Neglected Whll« 


Waiting for Hard Roads. 


In the excitement of the good roads 


commotions there is danger that farm- 
ers will let our common roads go 
without much work Ix'lng done on 
them and wait for the public improve- 
ment. 
Farmers now by neglect of 


the roads and the principles ot ele- 
mentary road making are paying an 
enormous tax; the very great cost of 
drawing loads over poor roads. The 
first principle of good road making Is, 
keep the water off from the road, and 
the second IB, get the water oH from 
the road. 


Go over the road as soon as tha 


snow Is oft and see how often these 
rules are violated. 
Often the water 


runs from the ditch into the road and 
then runs for rods, washing the ma- 
terial out, ruining all that was done 
tho previous year and making the road 
nearly Impassable. Yet, says the Farm 
and Home, by only a few minutes' 
work the road might bs saved and tho 
water turned out. 
Every supervisor 


or roadmaster ought to go over tho 
road late in the fall and turn the water 
off. 
On the hills and at foot of hills, 


and elsewhere whan necessary, add 
open ditches. 


At the Ohio state farmers' institute, 


D. W. King of Indiana, gave a method 
of making and improving roads. 
Mr. 


King lives in northern Indiana, In the 
"Gumbo" region, where the earth la 
black and very sticky. 
The result U 


a very good road at small cost. Ha 
uses a split log drag. Hitch with chain 
on rod so that all surplus dirt will bo 
carried to center of road. 
Tho hitch 


is one of tho most important features, 
rnsuaily use the flat side forward, but 
when smoothing or packing the dirt, 
use rounding side forward. 


Go over the road ns soon as it thaws 


and smooth down all dirt carried to 
the center. Repeat the dragging after 
each rain as soon as the surface Is dry 
enough to work. It is not necessary 
to wait till the ground is all thawed 
out. 
Begin as soon as there Is an inch 


thawed. 
This will give the water a 


chance to run off; water running In 
the road Is one of the worst things 
for the road. Following It up after 
each rain will turn the. water, distrib- 
ute the travel over the road, avoid and 
prevent ruts, and keep tho road good. 


To make the plan most available, 


each farmer should have such a drag, 
and each one drag from his house to 
the next house, thus each doing the 
work at a very small cost. 
A road 


worked In this way will keep good all 
summer and faii. 
Less than a week's 


rain will hardly affect it. 
In spring 


the road is in good condition much 
sooner than other roads not treated. 


OIL UPON DUSTY ROADWAYS. 


Way of Treating Roads In Liverpool 


Proves Satisfactory. 


The English cast oil on the trouble-! 


roads. 
Dust raising is a nuisance of 


such magnitude that various civic ami 
official 
anti-dust 
experiments have 


been made. Quite satisfactory results 
have 
been 
secured 
in 
Liverpool 


through the use of oil sprinkled upon 
macadam roadways. The surface hav- 
ing the cleanest and whitest appear- 
ance was that coated with creosote 
oil mixed with restu, while that cov- 
ered with creosote mixed with tallow 
had the least odor. The Texas crude 
petroleum gave the most lasting re- 
sults. After oiling the wear and tear 
of the road appears to be less, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 
The surface of 


the road dries 
more 
quickly after 


rains, and the number of loose stones 
picked up has been reduced. 
The 


first sprinkling kept tho surface in 
good order for three weeks, at the end 
of which time it was thought advis- 
able to recover the area. The effects 
of the oil on the surface after a second 
coating had been applied had not en- 
tirely disappeared after the lapse of 
five weeks. 
Oiling wood pavements 


In Liverpool was done in the same 
manner and the dust satisfactorily 
kept kept down, a result not previous- 
ly obtained even by watering four 
times a day.

The commis- 
sion therefore urges you'to make every 
possible effort to meet at once tho 
needs and relieve the sufferings of 
those dependent upon the 
facilities 


of your road.

the pope, provided their purpose Is 
honestly to avoid disturbances, 
and 


admits that such declarations do not 
infringe upon the hierarchy of tho 
church, as tho Vatican has only for- 
bidden clergymen to carry out the re- 
quired legal formalities. 


This recognition of the layman's 


right to a declaration will permit of 
the currying on of worship in accord- 
ance with tho law, but In the mean- 
time the church officially maintains 
its position of not submitting to tha 
state.

In late Jail 
or early winter the ice pond should be 
drained, the weeds and trash on the 
banks cut and the pond then refilled 
with clear water. This will prevent 
the ice being filled with grass ani? 
sticks which hasten its melting. Abso 
lutely pure Ice keeps much longer than 
that containing sticks and trash.
